The library now contains 1300 bound volumes, for which there 
is not at present sufficient shelf room, and which with a eonstant- 
ly increasing number of pamphlets, reports, etc., render the addi. 
tion of at least one more case to the library room, and conse- 
quently a small increase of the present appropriation. 

The number of readers is yearly becoming larger, about 6,000 
volumes having been charged during the past year, and the de- 
mand for new books inereases in proportion. 
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It is also thought to be expedient by many citizens, that a limi- 
ted insurance should be placed upon the library, which in case of 
destruction by fire would enable the trustees to quickly partially 
replace or at least to mitigate such a deprivation as this would 
certainly be to every townsman who is a lover of books. 

In view of these facts the trustees earnestly hope that the town 
will take the matter into due consideration and act accordingly.

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SCHOOL COMMITIBE’S REPORT. 


4 


There is no one department in mental culture that exerts so 
great an influence in civilization as the common schools; for there 
the masses are educated and receive that stamp or impression, 
which we find impressed on all their acts of after life. How cau- 
tious then we should be that these first impressions should be cor- 
rect, truthful and honest; with what care should teachers be se- 
lected; such as are capable and have a taste for teaching and a 
love for children; for without these a teacher will not have very 
great success. Skillfulness in teaching is gained by experience, 
but there must always be some elements of success, upon which to 
build. Life is short at the best, and it behoves us, that we should 
correct whatever errors we may now See in our own education so 
that our children may not suffer the same regrets as we ourselves. 
~ Let us not block the wheel of progress by word or vote, thinking 
that our children should not have any better advantages than we 
have had, and that, as we had uncomfortable plank seats in our 
school days our children should have no better and should not en- 
joy the comfortable seats that are made at the present day. This is 
all wrong, for as man becomes enlightened and his means increases 
he makes more home comforts and conveniences; and likewise he 
should do in relation to the school-houses in which so much of his 
children’s time is spent. Many would say it isno use fixing up 
the school house, for the scholars would stave it all to bits in a 
little while; with as much reason he might say he would not get 
his boy any boots for the winter for he would soon kick the toes 
through. There are many school houses in our town that with a 
little expense would be made more convenient and comfortable, 
and if repaired would cause us to look back with shame that we 
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let it go so long. There were 19 different teachers for the ten 
different schools, five of which taught two terms or more in the 
same district, which is not as good a record as last year. It is 
time that we should learn that a change of teachers is bad for a 
school. Strive to get a good:teacher for the whole year even 
though you shorten the length of school in weeks, for it will pay 
as you will find by experience. Number of terms taught 25. Al] 
but one term has been taught by those who have attended Fran- 
cestown Academy. Of the 19 different teachers 14 were from 
this town. Registers were more complete and neater kept this 
year than last. Attendance was rather above the average. A 
great improvement as to tardiness was manifested in nearly all the 
registers which is a good indication. Should be pleased to learn, 
in coming years that this evil was totally eradicated, for there is 
no reasonable excuse for tardiness in 99: cases out of every 100, 
and I think with a little effort on the part of parents, this evil 
might be almost entirely removed. A Webster’s academic dic- . 
tionary has been purchased for each one of the districts except the 
two union districts with the money raised at the exhibition last 
year and « little additional. A little laid out every year for ap-, 
paratus or reference books would be of great advantage to the 
schools. I would suggest that a history of New Hampshire be 
purchased for every school in town, fcr our knowledge of the his- 
tory of our own State is very meagre, especially in our common 
schools.
